the great Oxford Dictionary. com- 
monly. known as ‘Murray’s” trom 
tho name of its most-famous editor- 
in-chief. When the. final instal- 
ment of that tremendous treatise 
appeared ‘most people thought tho 
English language had been disposed 
of once and for all. No- auch. boo 
had ever more fulfilled ‘Anatole 
France's definition of a ‘dictionary 
as “the ‘universe in alphabetical 
order.”. -It- took forty-four years to 
finish, covers-a period of twelve 
conturies, and contains over 400,- 
000 .worda with nearly 2,000,000 
illustrative quotations. 
~ ee: 


Jt was‘tho little word belonging 
to the machinery of the language 
which took up most time. Sir 
James Murray-onco told Professor 
Weekley that his best assistant nad 
spent six months on the word that! 
But to the amateur in word-collec- 
ting, quite a popular sport now- 
ndays, it was the word with o story 
in it that most appealed. - If some 
aegends had to be eliminated, a new 
story would sometimes come in, 
which had b2en ‘missed by the carly 
etymologists. Thus “Skeat derives 
the slang word to, slate, from the 
Anglo-Saxon slatan, to cause ' to 
rend. .But -t is really dn Irian 
vulgarism of Charles Lever's cra. 
which originated: from the practice 
of “bonneting” aon opponent by 
jamming his slate (or tile, or In 
Americanese lid) over his eyes.

During her voyage from Hongkong 
to the northern part of the Philippines 
tho Tiene China met stormy woather, 
which delayed her somo ‘time. hut 
nearing the Philippines the weather 
cleared and sho made gcod. passage 
Howover,. after entering the Mindoro 
Strait, and when about 80 miles fron. 
B | Zamboanga, she was becalmed and It 
took her over ‘six dave to make tho 
anchorage at the port.

CABARET GIRL’S 
WARDROBE | 


AMERICAN SUED FOR 
“BURNING DRESSES. 


: Shanghal, Jan, 16. 

That feminine bugbear, the high 
cost of being well-dressed, took the 
spotlight in ‘the U.S. Court. for 
China yesterday when Judge .Mil- 
ton D. Purdy awarded the plaint- 
iff $1,200 and costs for the-loss of 
her wardrobe in the cago of Mit- 
suko Shiga va, John B. Penniston. 

Miss Shiga, petite cabaret dan- 
cer, ‘alleged that on the night of 
December 6, 1983, the defendant 
returned to the room they ‘were 
sharing at 16 ‘Albury Lane and, 
since she was absent, became 80 
angry that he soaked hor clothes in 
benzine “and burned them in the 
stove. , 

Returning with a “girl friend,” 
she found the process of incinera- 
tion almost complete, Twenty- 
cight new «frocks were. included, 
she added. In addition, the de- 
fendant took seven pawn tickats, 
for Japanese kimonos and a dia- 
mond ring, from her bag, which he 
then burned, she said. Her hand- 
bag also contained $86. 


MUST BE WELL-DRESSED., 


Her attorney, Major C. P. Hol- 
comb, brought Miss Shiga’s tailox 
na a‘witness, The latter testified 
that.during.the past_two years sho 
had ordered between $1,400 ao 
$1,600 worth of clothing from him, 
of which all but $50 “was paid. 
The cabaret: manager, who. also 
gave evidence, declared that it was 
usual for an entertainer to have a 
wardrobe of at least fifty frocks, 
that it was “very necessary” tha 
she be well-dressed. Tho average 
salary, he said was $400. 

After the big fire, Miss Shiga ex- 
plained, sho was in the tragic pre- 
dicament of having “nothing to 
wear.” So she asked $1,000 af 
compensation for. lost time, since 
she could not work, as well as an- 
other $1,000 for documents, papers, 
etc., taken from her room. § ie Bet 
a value of $3,000 on her wardrobe. 
Items included were a Spanish 
shawl, valued at $300; a Japanese 
ceremonial kimono, between 
and $400; lingerie, shoes, hosiery, 
“my mother’s picture” and “my 
dary." ' 0. geet ‘ 

According to Miss Shiga, shé 
had known, the defendant about 
two months, having met him at a 
bathhouse where sho had worked 
temporarily. 28 & masseuse, When 
ill health made her cabaret posi- 
tion out of tho question, . 


$3,000 TOO HIGH. 


In. awarding judgment,  sudge 
Purdy said that he felt $3,000 was 
too high a value to place on a 
cabaret yirl’s wardrobe, since the 
frocks wore made by a Chinese 
tailor, not by an expenaive modiste, 
and cheap materials were used. 

Major Holcomb promptly : sug- 
gested that the court had not been 
nttonding cabarets. According to 
the attorney for the plaintiff, the 
defondant, who returned-the pawn 
tickets ‘to Miss Shign  yeatorday, 
told him that he had burned the 
dancer's wardrobe. because he 
wished “to punish her.”
